For now it is evi- 
dent that every human being has a stake 
in the conduct not only of national af- 
fairs but of world affairs. . . . The only 
defense against atomic bombs is the 
creation of a world in which no one has 
the slightest desire to drop atomic bombs 
on anyone else. . . No country will ever 
again dare issue an ultimatum to another 
with a time limit of even six hours, be- 
cause the reply in five hours might be 
a shower of atomic bombs. It is obvious 
that the national sovereign state finds 
itself in a dilemma. The only way out 
is the creation as rapidly as possible of 
a WORLD sTATE. There is no other way 
out, except to get out of this world via 
a series of terrific explosions.”

What a man is, is far more important 
than what he does. For in the final 
analysis, what he does is simply an 
indication of his heart condition. “Out 
of the abundance of the heart the mouth 
speaketh. . . .” Cand the hand doeth). 
If the heart is full of bitterness, it will 
spew forth bitter water. If it is filled 
with the Spirit of God, it will of ne- 
cessity pour forth those things which are 
truly characteristic of the Holy Spirit. 

Paul gives us a picture in contrasts in 
Galatians 5. The first exposure is of the 
carnal man with all of his natural, car- 
nal traits, and he warns us that such do 
“bite and devour one another” (Verse 
15.) because of their fleshly, carnal na- 
tures. One word is all that, is needed to 
sum up the traits of the carnal man 
(whether he be an outright sinner or a 
so-called saint); that word is destroyer. 
For in his adulteries, fornications, un- 
cleanness, drunkenness, and_revelings 
he is destroying his own body. In his 
idolatry, witchcraft, and heresies he is 
destroying his soul. And through his 
hatred, variance, emulations, wrath, 


strife, and envyings he is endeavoring 


to pour out the poison of his own heart 
upon others, likewise to destroy them. 
Paul says, “They which do such things 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God” 
(verse 21). 

The exposure that Paul gives us of 
God’s man and woman, those who truly 
walk in the Spirit, is one exactly opposite 
to the fleshly carnal man.

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What Does God Expect From Parents and Children?

Of Bible believers everywhere, Chris- 
tians of Pentecostal persuasion will ever 
carry the conviction in their hearts of 
the fact that God has a very definite 
basic plan in relationship to family life. 
Though its message has been proclaimed 
to millions through past decades, present 
day prophets yet herald “The Way and 
the Truth and the Life” to multitudes 
who “heareth the word and doeth it 
not.” 

A brief summary of the past history of 
Israel’s failures is sufficient to indicate 
that their backslidings and subsequent 
judgments were the results of careless 
or indifferent kings, priests, or people to 
teach the youth of the land the Word of 
the Lord. What better examples of the 
past could serve as lessons for the present 
in warning us here and now of what 
deplorable spiritual conditions may be 
averted through diligence in Christian 
education and training. 

There was faithful Eli, the aged priest 
serving God in the temple, a pathetic 
failure in youth training. . . . “his sons 
were wicked and he restrained them 
not.” Samuel the boy prophet, brought 
up under his tutorship, one day brought 
the tragic message of the cessation of 
his house because he restrained not his 
sons. In this account, the delinquency of 
parenthood is pointed out as a cause of 
the delinquency of youth. God’s purpose 
is clearly indicated here as dealing se- 
verely with the entire family. This 
made a permanent impression on Sam- 
uel, and it probably formed the basic 
determination in his heart to teach the 
youth of Israel. The consummation of 
his purpose was made manifest by the 
establishment of the first school of the 


prophets (I Sam. 20:20).

One of the most awful cries on the 
judgment day will be “Lord, Lord, have 
we not done these things in thy name?”

I. Youth Needs Training by the Parents

parents are approved by God. Cornelius 
is a good example of one who led his 
family to God by simple family devo- 
tions and devout example.

It 
was the practice of reverence in the

Piety at Home

home, and to requite their parents, for

Piety in the heart should develop from 
a born again experience, and who of all 
persons are better situated than the par- 
ents to lead their children to Christ. 
God expects piety in the home first of 
all as compared to public reverence, but 
the inference is that piety would be com- 
monly manifest everywhere outside the 
home if its concepts were impressed 
upon young lives by spiritual parental 
instruction and Christian example.

. The Work of the Ministry 


by THE SUPERINTENDENT 


Finding and Maintaining a Place. 


It will be assumed by some that any- 
one that is called of God to minister will 
naturally and without delay fall right 
into his appointed place, but there is 
little evidence to support such an as- 
sumption. Finding an effectual door and 
getting adjusted in the work of the king- 
dom is not always so simple as that. In- 
deed there are extreme examples of men 
who have found their proper place by 
a rather circuitous trial and failure meth- 
od. Feeling the urge to serve their 
generation by the will of God, they have 
tried certain lines of service to find that 
only the call to serve was fixed and 
unalterable. If any of my readers are 
rather impatient at this point because I 
am not insisting that a definite call to a 
definite place to do a definite thing is a 
necessary prerequisite to success, per- 
haps I should assure them that nothing 
that I am saying here is to be interpreted 
as opposed to the ideal of being definite- 
ly led of God; that such is altogether 


possible goes without question. How-. 


ever, to insist that the will of God is 
always crystal clear to all His saints is 
not according to truth. Moses had some 
indistinct sense of God’s call upon his 
life at least 40 years before he finally got 
his commission. Stephen and Philip 
were among the first deacons without 
portfolio in the mother church at Jeru- 
salem. Their first ministry was in serv- 
ing tables and helping keep order and 
good humor in the church. Perhaps, no 


one surmised in the beginning that at 


least two of the original seven would 
soon find their way into a full-time, full- 
orbed ministry in the Word. Even Paul 
did not strike his full stride until some 
considerable time after his miraculous 
conversion and call to the ministry. 


My heart goes out to many who have 
the vision and burden to work in God’s 
vineyard, but for some reason seem hin- 
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dered and shut out. Like the man at the 
Pool of Bethesda, about the time they 
are ready to step in, someone else steps 
in ahead of them, and their morale suf- 
fers a slump. Many who yearn for a 
place in the ministry are just as capable 
as those who are now actively engaged 
in the work. And if the facts were betore 
us, we would probably discover that 
many who are now manning important 
battle stations, were one day fighting 
against a subtle inner sense of frustration 
and inferiority. 

When Saul was converted, imme- 
diately he wanted to know what the 
Lord would have him do. ‘This prayer is 
spontaneous wherever Christ is revealed 
in saving, transforming power. An old 
hymn that we sing so often expresses 
beautifully this attitude of surrender: 
“Have Thine own way, Lord, have 

Thine own way; 
Thou art the Potter, I am the clay; 
Mold me and shape me after Thy will 
While I am waiting, yielded and still.” 

In His blessed will there is security, 
tranquillity, and efficiency. To minister 
in God’s will, by His appointment, and 
in the strength of His presence would 
indeed be high honor for kings and 
princes. However, it must forever re- 
main the sole prerogative of our adorable 
Lord to name and commission His am- 
bassadors. It is our honored privilege to 
respond with Isaiah and countless others, 
“Here am I, send me.” 

That the call-of God may be a distinct 
crisis is too well known to need emphasis 
here. The Bible and church history are 
replete with illustrations. I think, how- 
ever, that the more spectacular examples 
in the Scriptures, such, for instance, as 
the call of Isaiah and that of Paul, were 
the exceptions rather than the rule. 

It is wonderful when there is a light 


from heaven above the brightness of the 
sun (Acts 26:13), but the “still small 
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voice” (I Kings 19:12) is equally pre-- 
cious and authoritative. Many of God's} 
successful soul winners could never date» 
their call to any sudden crisis, but rather} 
to an awakened consciousness of the? 
need of the world, and an ever-increas-- 
ing concern to do something about it.. 
This burden and passion for men led 
them to the prayer closet and progressed 
through successive stages of consecration 
until they were doubly sure that all thiss 
was the finger of God indicating His 
chosen path. 


—— 


A burden for souls and a delight imi 
things spiritual do not necessarily indi- 
cate a call to special service. This ex 
perience is shared in some measure by 
all spiritual people. Make no mistake: 
here, too many want to preach when no 
one wants to hear them. A call to special] 
service is indicated when the burden fer) 
God’s work is accompanied with power 
and freedom in giving expression to His: 
saving gospel. It is inconceivable that 
God would thrust anyone into His work: 
without giving him the working capital. 
It is easy to preach when you have the: 
anointing. In fact, it is hard for men or: 
devils to hold back the man whose heartt 
is on fire. This holy anointing to preachi 
is in itself the only credential that iss 
indispensable. 

But what has all this to do with those¢ 
who wait for an open door? Why bothe | 
about the anointing to minister until I 
have a place and an audience? Would: 
an opportunity bring the anointing, ori 
would the anointing bring the oppor- 
tunity? There is just one obvious answer. 
One of the ancient proverbs puts it 
this way, “A man’s gift maketh room for! 
him.” After all, the best recommendation’ 
is the ability to get the job done. If this: 
great movement that was raised up to 
emphasize the supernatural would exer- 
cise more faith in the power of God and 
put less dependence on the arm of fleshy 
we would probably see a new tide of! 
revival that would send men everywhere 


preaching the Word. 
The call and the anointing of God 


will not prove sufficient in finding and 
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Wh ministry unless and until the human side 
of the equation is brought up to par.

_ Self-culture is also on the agenda if 
_we would attain and maintain a place 
in the sacred calling. This is true in 
( other walks of life. People who are mak- 
4, ing a place for themselves in industry or 
{ commerce are increasingly aware that 
| they must keep abreast of the times. This 
is why night schools are crowded to 
capacity. A man was telling me recently 
about his advancement with his com- 
pany. He stated that it now requires an 
average of 14 hours a day to keep him- 
self up to par and in line for further 
promotion. Timothy was told to study 
to show himself approved unto God, 
“a workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed.” Any minister that loses his 
place because he does not grow along 
with and ahead of his people, or if he 
maintains it solely on the ground of their 
indulgence of his laziness, ought to be 
ashamed.

STUDY XIV 


Daniel’s Last Vision and Prophecy: 
The Prophecy Proper. Chapter XI 


Having considered the first five di- 
visions, we are now to consider the last 
two. 


VI. A Picture of Fidelity and Achievement 
in the Midst of Divine Judgment, Coupled 
With Light on God’s Purpose in Sending 
Chastisement. 


Verses 32-35, beginning in verse 32 
with the words, “But the people that 
do know their God shall be strong, and 
do exploits,” or, as Rotherham renders 
it, “will be strong and act with effect.” 
There is nothing in the original to cor- 
respond with the word “exploits.” Hence 
in both the Authorized and Revised 
Versions it is printed in italics. Moffatt’s 
rendering is excellent: “But those who 
know their God shall be steadfast and 
take action.” In the Jewish Version we 
read, “But the people that know their 
God shall show strength, and prevail.” 
The prophecy was fulfilled when the 
Maccabees, and those associated with 
them, took their lives in their hands 
to tight the aggressor, believing that God 
was with them, and that He who had 
helped their fathers in the past, when 
the nation was in grave peril, would help 
them.. They believed that God had 
raised them up for the express purpose 
of resisting, and that they would be 
recreant to duty, if they failed to resist, 
even unto death, if necessary, that the 
cause of righteousness might be vindi- 
cated, and Israel saved. Read the books 
of the Maccabees, in the Apocrapha, in 
which the “exploits” of these men who 
“acted with effect” are recorded. While 
we do not recognize the books of the 
Maccabees as divinely inspired, it is 
conceded that they contain authentic 
history, especially the first of the two. 
There is undoubtedly much that is 
legendary, or overdrawn, in the second 


book. 


“And they that understand,” or, the 
teachers, “shall instruct many; yet they 
shall fall by the sword, and by flame, by 
captivity, and by spoil, many days.” 
Despite the fact that there was resist- 
ance, and many earnestly besought God 
for help, and teachers who had been 
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trained to teach instructed many who 
were willing to be instructed, the 
powers of darkness, operating through 
a civil government that was hostile to 
the Jews, seemed much of the time to 
be prevailing; and there were times 
when many hearts became thoroughly 
discouraged, and some wondered wheth- 
er God had utterly and finally forsaken 
His chosen people. But such was not 
the case. He had seemingly hidden His 
face; the nation was being chastised; 
divine judgment was falling, as it had 
often fallen in the past, but God had 
not forgotten; He was “keeping watch 
above His own.” And that the people 
might not be utterly cast down they 
were “holpen with a little help.” The 
words indicating that “many shall cleave 
to them with flatteries” have been vari- 
ously interpreted. It is likely that the 
meaning is that among those who as- 
sociated themselves with the Maccabees 
there were many who were willing to 
be associated with them only as long as 
success attended their efforts; when vic- 
tory was perching upon the banners of 
the resisters they applauded their efforts, 
and were willing to lend them every 
possible assistance, but as soon as the 
tide of battle turned, and the enemies 
ot the Jews were successful, and the 
cause of Jewry appeared to be a lost 
cause, they demonstrated their lack of 
patriotism by abandoning the cause they 
had attached themselves to. They want- 
ed to be with the winning side, and 
would stay with either side only so long 
as it was the winning side. 


Note verse 35, and mark the fact that 
judgments are of two kinds, remedial 
and punitive. “Some of them of under- 
standing” fell, which may mean that 
they were overcome by temptation, and 
forsook the cause of truth in order to 
save their lives; or, that, rather than 
yield to sin, they yielded their lives, and 
died as martyrs. Read 2 Maccabees 6: 
18-31. A more worthy example of stead- 
fastness can scarcely be found in the 
annals of human history. Note also the 
fact that this condition was to continue 
“even to the time of the end.” That time 
has not yet come, but it will come at the 


“time appointed.” God has appointed 


times for the carrying out of the various} 
parts of His divine program; He hass 
acted according to schedule in the past,, 
and we have reasons to believe that He» 
will thus act in the future until this; 
appointed “time of the end” shall have» 
come. The Jews are. living now in the? 
times that are included within the 
scope. of this prophecy; “the time of the» 
end” has not yet come; they have been) 
“chosen in the furnace of affliction” ’ 
(Isa. 48:10), and the sufferings the 
nation has gone through, since the be- - 
ginning of the fulfilment of this proph-- 
ecy, are not surprising to those who) 
understand the Word of God. The: 
almost unparalleled sufferings of the: 
Jews during the past decade were in-- 
cluded in the prophetic utterance, being; 
foreseen by God, and foretold by His: 
prophet. The: sufferings have been ju-- 
dicial in their nature, and there has; 
been no disposition on the part of Israel, 
as a nation, to repent; the nation con-’ 
tinues in unbelief, in rejection of the: 
Messiah, and will so continue until “the: 
time of the end” shall have come, “and) 
the end thereof shall be with a flood. 
and unto the end of the war desolations 
are determined” (9:26). 


VII. The Prophet’s Foreview of the Anti-. 
christ of Whom Antiochus Epiphanes was | 
an Outstanding Type. 


Verses 36-45. Concerning the in: 
terpretation of this portion of Danie! | 
interpreters have differed. Some have | 
contended that the prophecy concerns | 
Antiochus Epiphanes, and has no refer- ' 
ence whatsoever to Antichrist, whereas | 
others have taken an exactly opposite | 
view ,making it refer to Antichrist, with | 
no reference whatsoever to Antiochus | 
Epiphanes. It appears to me that, even | 
though the primary reference may have 
been to Antiochus Epiphanes, the ulti- 
mate fulfilment of the prophecy will not | 
take place until Antichrist shall appear; _ 
in other words, what we have here is a ( 
prophecy of Antichrist, of whom An- | 
tiochus Epiphanes was an outstanding | 
type. Note seven things here recorded | 
concerning Antichrist: 
1. He shall do according to his will. 

Verse 36. He will be an absolute mon-_ 
arch, as was Nebuchadnezzar, who was _ 
the first of the kings of “the times of | 
the Gentiles,” as Antichrist will be the | 
last. Here we see why he is called “the 
wilful king.” In the Century Dictionary. 
“wilful” is defined as: “Obstinate and 
unreasonable; not to be moved from>

1500 a month, or from $300 to $450 a 
month. 

“Consecrated young people working 
to support themselves would be helpful 
to the missionary work in several ways.

Verse 36. Read 2 Thess. 2:3, 4, where 
the inspired Paul gives us a notable 
prophecy of this same character whose 
coming he saw in his day was being 
foreshadowed by “the mystery of in- 
iquity” that was already beginning to 
work, and that he knew, through the 
-Spirit’s revelation, was destined to 
“leaven the whole lump.” Mark the fact 
that “the indignation,” by which is 
meant the great tribulation, “the time 
of Jacob’s trouble” (Jer. 30:7), is spoken 
of as an accomplishment, — “till the 
indignation be accomplished.” God 
through it will accomplish something; 
Satan and the powers of darkness, mar- 
shalled under his leadership, will be 
ejected from the earth, and the stage 
will be cleared for the setting up of the 
kingdom of the Son of man. Mark, also, 
that it is definitely affirmed “that that 
is determined shall be done.” God has 
determined it. in His wisdom and in His 
justice, and it “shall be done.”

If we live in the Spirit, let us also 
walk in the Spirit (Gal. 5:22-25). 
Quench not the Spirit (1 Thess. 5:19). 
And grieve not the holy Spirit of God, 
whereby ye are sealed unto the day of 
redemption (Eph. 4:30). The grace of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and the love of 
God, and the communion of the Holy 
Ghost, be with you all. Amen (2 Cor.

fl dence that ‘this “wilful king” is not 
/ Antiochus Epiphanes, for Antiochus was 
| “king of the north,” and here it is as- 
| serted that both “the king of the south” 
| and “the king of the north” shall make 
| war against him. Who these kings will 
\% be the time of the end will tell. It seems 
| likely that “the king of the north” will 
» be the ruler of Russia, with whom Ger- 
/ many will be allied (read Ezek. 38, 39, 
ifand compare 38:20-22 with Rev. 16:17- 
§ 21) and “the king of the south” at that 
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Verses 37, 38. He will probably be a 


time will probably be the king of Egypt 
with whom other powers oul of Pales- 
tine, who will desire to throw off the 
yoke of the oppressor, will be allied. 


5. He shall enter into Palestine, but while 
générally victorious, his victories will 
be limited. 


Verses 41, 42. By “the glorious land” 
is meant Palestine. By “Edom, and 
Moab, and the chief of the children of 
Ammon” are undoubtedly meant the 
descendents of these ancient people, or 
the people occupying ‘the sections of 
country they originally occupied. Per- 
haps it will be in the wilderness of 
Edom, and Moab, and the children of 
Ammon, that the woman, Israel (Rev. 
12:6) will be preserved, and fed by 
God, as Israel was fed in the wilderness, 
before entering Canaan. We know that 
there is a wilderness somewhere to 
which Israel will fly: “And to the 
woman were given two wings of a great 
eagle, that she might fly into the wilder- 
ness, into her place, where she is nour- 
ished for a time, and times, and half a 
time, from the face of the serpent” 
(Rev. 12:14). 


6. He shall have control over the wealth 
of the nations. 


Verse 43. Perhaps he will issue such 
a decree as President Roosevelt issued at 
the beginning of his first administration, 
but will make, not only all the gold, 
but all the silver also, the property of 
the government, the value of which 
shall be determined by himself. In that 
day it may be illegal for any person to 
possess any appreciable quantity of sil- 
ver, as at the present time it is illegal in 
this country: for any person to possess an 
appreciable amount of gold. Or, the ex- 
pression, “He shall have power over the 
treasures of gold and of silver, and over 
all the precious things of Egypt,” may 
simply mean that he will tax the people 
heavily or that he will requisition what- 
ever he may decide he needs for the 
carrying out of his program. The words, 

.. “and the Libyans and the Ethiopians 
shall be at his steps,” indicate that they 
will be subject unto him, and will fol- 
low him, probably after having risen in 
rebellion against him, in conjunction 
with “the king of the south.” and having 
been defeated and forced to submit. 
Their submission at this juncture will 
probably be a forced submission. 


7. At the apex of his power and influence 
he shall come to his end and none shall 
help him. 


Verses 44, 45. The closing days of the 
reign of Antichrist will be days of great 


confusion and consternation, not only 
among the nations, but to Antichrist 
himself. Great opposition to him will 
have developed; although absolute in 
power, he will not be able to prevent the 
rising of his subjects in revolt; ominous 
news will come “out of the east and out 
of the north”; this news will infuriate 
him; so, “he shall go forth with great 
fury to destroy, and utterly to make 
away many.” Then shall be fulfilled 
the prophecy of Zech. 14:1-4, and of 
Rev. 19:19-21. Let the student read 
these passages, and note carefully their 
contents, comparing the same with what 
we read here in Daniel concerning the 
end to which Antichrist will come. 

Antiochus Epiphanes came to his end 
in Persia, but Antichrist will come to 
his end in Palestine where he will have 
“planted the tabernacles of his palace” 
(Rotherham renders it, “palatial tent”) 
“between the seas,” the Dead Sea and 
the Mediterranean Sea, “in the glorious 
holy mountain,” by which is meant the 
land of Israel. 

A study of Zech. 14:1-4 leads us to 
see that Antichrist will come against 
Jerusalem, and will be successful; after 
having conquered the city, and having 
wrought great destruction, the city being 
taken, the houses rifled, the women 
ravished, and half of the people being 
carried into captivity, he will withdraw 
to a position between the two seas, a 
place where he will spread his “palatial 
tent,” undoubtedly to lay plans for fur- 
ther destruction and devastation. Then 
will the second stage of our Lord’s ad- 
vent take place: the battle of Armaged- 
don will be fought, and then “that 
Wicked,” or, Lawless One, who shall 
have been revealed, and who shall have 
wrought in the earth in accordance with 
the prophetic utterances concerning 
him. “the Lord shall consume with the 
spirit of His mouth, and shall destroy 
with the brichtness of His coming” 
(2 Thess. 2:8). So “he shall come to 
his end and none shall help him.”
